The negro denied havirg made it, but 
another negro took upthe matter and 
Sherman etruck him over the head, lay- 
ing him oat. 
he melee then became general be- 
tween several of Sherman’s nds and 
the negroes, and shots were rapidly ex- 
changed. A young man named Tom 
Grant, well known in this city, was en-’ 
gaged in the melee, and a Constable tried 
to arrest him. Grant resisted, aod the 
Constable shot him through ‘the bowels. 
The town was in a state of the wildest 
excitement at eleven o’clock, and defi- 
nite particalars could not be gleaned. All

Tbe Franklin (Williamson county) 
Review saya: ‘* Tae wheat crop is very 
promising, and the yield, without some 
untoward circu.nstance, will be tie 
largest in the history ofthe county, The 
peach crop has beeu seriously damaged. 
The farmers rarely ever coma to town, 
and are busy ne bees in makipg good 
crops. 

The Tipton “Phe farm- 

ing interests in this county have been 
Materially retarded in coneequence of 
continued wet weather during the past 
four or five weeks. Since the first of 
April we have not had three successive 
days of dry weather. Many farmers 
have not yet planted any cotton, while 
others who put seed in the ground have 
to plant over again. ‘The wheat crop 
is as gocd as wasever kuowa io the 
couttry. Moet farmers pianted a large 
crep of wheat, and the luxuriant appear- 
ance of the fisids now give promise of 
yieid, In this respect we com- 
mend the wisdom of our farmers. The 
motto now should be, ‘ Cereais first, evt- 
tou afterwards.’ ’’
